In response to the Examiner Interview Summary Form given to Applicants' attorney 
on August 10, 2004, setting a one month period for filing a statement of the substance of the 
interview to expire on September 10, 2004, Applicants submit the following remarks: 

Examiner Jinhee J. Lee and Applicants' attorney, Linda J. Hodge, conducted a 
personal interview on August 10, 2004 to discuss the Official Action issued March 1, 2004 
and the response thereto filed on July 1, 2004. During the interview, the claims were 
discussed and compared to the prior art applied by the Examiner in the rejections, i.e., 
PARKS et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,239,445). In particular, Applicants' attorney pointed out 
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that the PARKS et al. patent fails to disclose a main harness connector and a sub harness 
connector that are mutually engageable as recited in amended claims 4, 9, and 12, or a first 
and second main harness, a first and second sub harness, and first and second end connectors 
as recited in amended claim 10. However, the Examiner stated that she takes the position 
that the phrase "mutually engageable" is being broadly read to include the pins on either side 
of the connector 104 in the PARKS et al. device, and that the current claim language does 
not require two separate connectors that may be connected and disconnected to connect and 
disconnect the main harnesses and the sub harnesses. No agreement was reached.
